MIDDLESBOROUGH, Ky., March 28, 1898. 


Sir: I have the honor to report that the situation here is rapidly 
improving, and that the epidemic is under control. Only 2 cases have 
developed since March 22, and for the past six days no case has devel- 
oped. Isolation of cases and suspects, and disinfection of houses and 
clothing have been prompt. 

The disinfecting division is now at work disinfecting houses that are 
suspicious, houses in which cases of smallpox had occurred previous to 
the arrival of the Service, and which have been unoccupied since. 

The inspection service has been thorough, and for the past five days 
has been directed particularly to the infected district, which is occupied 
chiefly by negroes, but no case of smallpox has been found. 

There are 32 cases in the smallpox hospital this morning, a good 
many of which will be discharged within the next few days. There are 
23 suspects in the detention camp this morning; a majority of them will 
have covered their period of detention this week. 

I think that the quarantine of the city, which was put on by the State 
board of health on February 28, 1898, can be raised by Monday, April 
4, 1898, and all guards, except those for the smallpox hospital and 
detention camp, be discharged. * * *

Smallpox in Mobile and Hurricane Bayou.

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have been sent to the pesthouse, and 1 in a white man who is cared for 
at his home 3 miles in the country. 

Five cases were discovered yesterday in railroad hands at Hurricane 
Bayou, 15 miles northeast from here. These will be cared for at a camp 
by the Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company.

Smallpox on the British steamship Belgic.

Sir: I have the honor to report that the British steamship Belgic, from 
Chinese and Japanese ports via Honolulu, arrived March 21, reporting 
a case of confluent smallpox in the pustular stage, disembarked at 
— The patient was a Chinese steerage passenger from Hong- 

ong. 

Dr. Stuart Eldridge, our sanitary inspector at Yokohama, sent a note 
accompanying the bill of health, explaining the facts, and stating that 
on account of the lack of facilities the necessary precautions required by 
our regulations could not be taken. All well upon arrival here, eighteen 
days after the case was disembarked. 

The cabin and second-cabin passengers were released. The vessel 
was given a general disinfection. All the Chinese and Japanese (86) of 
the crew were bathed and their effects disinfected. The steerage pas- 
sengers (176) were similarly treated, and will be held a few days under 
observation, awaiting developments.

Two cases of smallpox at Little Rock, Ark. 


LITTLE Rock, ARK., March 31, 1898. 

Sir: I have the honor to supplement my telegram of this date with 
the following report of the 2 cases of smallpox in this city. 

The first case, that of a negro man 23 years of age, a resident of this 
place, developed fourteen days since, and up to yesterday was treated 

or chicken pox. He has not-been out of this city recently, and the 
source of contagion has not been ascertained. 

The second case, negro man aged 21 years, occurred four days after 
the first, and was until yesterday regarded as chicken pox. While the 
cases are in the same part of town, there is no evidence that they were 
ever together, or contracted the disease from a common source. On 
account of the mistaken diagnosis, the friends of the men affected visited 
them without restraint, and perhaps as many as 150 persons have been 


exposed. 

The city board of health has taken charge of the situation, removed 
the 2 cases to a pesthouse outside the city, and are doing all they can to 
control the disease.

MICHIGAN.—Week ended March 26, 1898. Reports to the State 
board of health from 62 observers indicate that diarrhea and measles 
increased in area of prevalence. Phthisis pulmonalis was reported 
present during the week at 133, smallpox 1 (Ionia), measles at 55, scar- 
let fever at 27, enteric fever at 25, diphtheria at 17, and whooping 
cough at 12 places. 

MINNESOTA— Winona.—Month of March, 1898. Estimated popula- 
tion, 22,000. Total deaths, 26, including phthisis pulmonalis, 4, and 
diphtheria, 1. 

NEw York.—Month of February, 1898. Reports to the State board 
of health, Albany, N. Y., from 152 cities, towns, and villages show a 
total of 9,213 deaths, including diphtheria and croup, 275; enteric 
fever, 104; measles, 84; scarlet fever, 93; phthisis pulmonalis, 1,031, 
and whooping cough, 47. 

The Monthly Bulletin says : 


The 9,213 deaths reported during the month represent a death rate 
per 1,000 population annually of 17.60, against one of 17.00 in the 
month preceding, and of 19.00 in the corresponding month of last year, 
the average death rate for this month for the past ten years having 
been 18.35. The average daily mortality increased from 311 in January 
to 328. The wortality of early life (under five years) increased from a 
daily average of 78 to that of 90, and from a percentage of the total 
deaths of 25.0 to one of 27.5. The average daily mortality from 
zymotic diseases is the same as it was last month, about 30 deaths. 
There were, relatively, 125 more deaths from acute respiratory diseases, 
and 200 from other local diseases, 75 more from consumption, and an 
increase from causes unclassified and from old age. Compared with 
February, 1896, the mortality is less by 600, there having been 125 
fewer deaths from zymotic diseases, and 360 fewer from consumption 
and acute respiratory diseases, other local diseases having about the 
same mortality in the two months, while old age and unclassified causes 
show a material decrease. Grippe is estimated to have caused 600 
deaths during the month, against 400 in January and 700 in February, 
1897. In rural parts of the State 5.5 per cent of the mortality was from 
zymotic diseases ; 85 per cent from consumption ; and 18.0 per cent 
from acute respiratory diseases; in the rest of the State, 10.0 per cent 
of the deaths were from zymotic diseases, 12.0 from consumption, and 
20.0 per cent from acute respiratory diseases. Diphtheria has a 
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reported mortality of 275, which is less by 50 than in January, and 
less by 100 than in February, 1897. There is no noteworthy variation 
with the other diseases of the zymotic group.

Rio de Janeiro, March 7, 1898. 
PP Z have the honor to transmit the report for the two weeks ended 

arch 4. 

There were 79 deaths from yellow fever, an increase of 46 in the fore- 
going fortnight, and 77 new cases of yellow fever, an increase of 44; 7 
deaths from typhoid fever, an increase of 2; 1 from diphtheria, none

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before. Inthe last week there were 12 deaths from beriberi, an increase 
of 8 in the foregoing week ; 49 deaths from tuberculosis, a decrease of 4. 

Yellow fever.—The above-mentioned number of both the fatal cases 
and new cases shows that the epidemic is increasing ; besides, the num- 
ber of light yellow fever cases, which are not reported to the authority, 
is not insignificant. The designated number of 39 new cases of the last 
week is only of patients removed to 8. Sebastiao’s Hospital, the special 
yellow-fever hospital for the shore. 

I further beg to call your special attention to the fact that on the Ger- 
man bark Mirella, having arrived here from Hamburg on the 13th of 
December, with general cargo, 5 men were attacked by yellow fever, of 
whom 2 died, without any case of this sickness having been heard of 
here before in the shipping. The old, but lately renoved ship was 
ordered twice in the quarantine ground and twice disinfected. After 
the stay here, of 55 days, the Mirella went out for Buenos Ayres, and 
during the voyage another 5 men got sick, but recovered. In Buenos 
Ayres was imposed a quarantine for 10 days on the vessel. 

Since last report the following-named ships have been inspected and 
received bills of health from this office: March 2, steamship Maskelyne, 
Belgian, for New York. March 3, schooner Nantasket, American, for 
Barbados, West Indies; bark Prince Amadeo, Norwegian, for Sapelo, 
Ga.

CUBA. 
Smallpox and yellow fever in Cuban seaports. 


March 31: The United States consul at Cardenas reports that during 
the week ended March 26, there was in that city no death from yellow 
fever and no death from smallpox. 

March 28 : The United States consul at Cienfuegos reports that during 
the two weeks ended March 27, there were in that city no deaths from 
yellow fever and 2 deaths from smallpox. 

March 21: The United States commercial agent at Manzanillo reports 
that during the 2 weeks ended March 15, there were in that city no 
deaths from yellow fever and no deaths from smallpox. 

March 25: The United States consul at Matanzas reports that during 
the week ended March 23, there were in that city no deaths from small- 
pox and no deaths from yellow fever. 

March 28: The United States consul at Sagua la Grande reports that 
during the week ended March 26 there were in that city 57 cases 
of smallpox and 7 deaths therefrom, and several cases of yellow fever, 
concerning which it is impossible to obtain correct statistics. 
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Sanitary reports from Santiago. 


SANTIAGO DE CuBA, March 19, 1898. 


Sir: I have the honor to inform you that there were 70 deaths 
reported for the week ended this Saturday, March 19, being 7 less than 
last week. Of these 5 were from remittent and 6 were from pernicious 
fevers, 9 from dysentery, 3 from tuberculosis, 10 from enteritis, 13 from 
anemia and paludic caquexia ; the rest from noncontagious or noninfec- 
tious diseases. 

There are about 800 sick soldiers in our military hospital at present, 
but they are all suffering from climatic diseases, such as paludism, 
diarrhea, dysentery, and anzemia. There are no cases of yellow fever 
either at the hospitals or in the town. 

The general health is slowly improving, and the outlook for the com- 
ing summer seems more promising than it has been for some time.

SANTIAGO DE CuBA, March 26, 1898. 


Sir: I have the honor of submitting the following report on the sani- 
tary condition of Santiago de Cuba for the week ended Saturday, March 
26: There were 65 deaths reported for this period, of which 7 were 
from dysentery, 4 from tuberculosis, 6 from enteritis, 9 from remittent 
and 7 from pernicious fevers, 15 from anemia and dropsy ; the rest from 
noncontagious or noninfectious diseases. 

The mortality is gradually diminishing and the general health of the 
inhabitants has become much better, owing in part to the medicines 
and provisions issued to them from this consulate. As I have informed 
you in a former report, the authorities are now more careful about the 
sanitary condition of the streets, and garbage is carted and dumped 
outside the city limits and the dead animals are burnt.

Two cases of smallpox at Hamburg. 


CONSULATE OF THE UNITED STATES, 
Hamburg, March 17, 1898. 


Sir: I have the honor to hereby inform you that 2 light cases of 
smallpox have occurred in this port. One is that of a man from 
Galicia, who was found to be affected in a very mild degree. Imme- 
diately upon the discovery of his condition, he was quarantined, is now 
isolated, and will remain under the doctor’s strictest care until thor- 
oughly cured. The other case is that of a negro, who arrived here on 
a ship from Teneriffe, and he also is only slightly affected, and is also 
isolated and continuously under doctor’s treatment. All the men who 
have come in contact with the two patients have at once been vaccinated 
and are not allowed to leave the house. 

As the cases are simply sporadic, such as may occur in any large city 
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at any time, and, furthermore, as all precautions are being taken, there 
is no ground whatsoever to fear a general infection or epidemic. I 
therefore have not considered it necessary to inform you by cable; I 
shall, however, carefully watch further developments and, in case of 
any alarming change, I shall at once cable.

JAPAN. 


Sanitary report from Yokohama. 


YOKOHAMA, March 15, 1898. 


Sir: Regretting that I am unable to forward my usual detailed report 
of infectious diseases in Japan, I am nevertheless able to state that, in 
all essentials, the sanitary condition of the Empire remains, practically, 
as at the time of my last return. 

Plague is still semiepidemic in Formosa, and has appeared at twe new 
points there, while a few cases have occurred in the Japanese garrison. 

Single cases of cholera have been reported in both Yokohama and 
Tokyo, but their genuine nature is neither established nor probable.

LEGATION OF THE UNITED STATES, 
Port au Prince, Haiti, March 23, 1898. 


S1r: In reply to request of the Honorable Secretary of the Treasury, conveyed to me 
through the State Department, regarding the health organizations, their powers, scope, 
their relation to state and municipal powers, also the management and control of con- 
tagious and infectious diseases : 

There is a medical organization, known as the ‘‘jury medical,’’ composed of 4 doctors 
and 1 druggist. Their duty being to examine all persons desiring to practice medicine 
in Haiti; they pay no attention to hygienic or health matters. 

There is no separate place where contagious or infectious diseases are treated. All 
such cases are treated at residence of patient. No means are employed to isolate either 
class of patients. 

In case of yellow fever the patient can, if he so wishes, be sent to either the French 
or Sisters of Charity hospitals, where he pays ($3) three dollars a week. 
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The first is supported by French citizens, the latter, us its name implies, through 
charity. The members of the ‘‘jury medical’’ are appointed by the President, and 
serve at his pleasure. 

In this connection, on account of the nearness of the ports of this republic to our cities, 
their disregard of the laws of sanitation and hygiene, the prevalence of yellow fever 
and other diseases of a febrile nature, I think it would be a great advantage to our Gov- 
ernment if it would name one of the American doctors here as a sanitary inspector to 
report to our Government the health condition of ports of the republic from time to 
time as is done by those at the ports of Cuba.

CONSTANTINOPLE, March 16, 1898. 


Sir: I referred in my last report to the epidemic of la grippe which was prevailing in 
this town. It still continues to prevail, but I can not insist upon its light character. I 
present the number of deaths registered during the months of February since 1891: In 
1891, 1,225; 1892, 1,032 ; 1893, 1,221; 1894, 1,203, 1895, 1,319; 1896, 1,428; 1897, 
1,052 ; 1898, 1,195. 

It will be seen that there is not a great difference between the number of deaths for 
the different years. 

During the fortnight from February 28 to March 13, 669 deaths have been registered ; 
of _— 8 were from measles, 8 from typhoid fever, 11 from diphtheria, and 18 from 
smallpox. 

The sanitary news from the Ottoman provinces is rather good. No epidemic is pre- 
vailing anywhere in the Ottoman Empire. 

The sanitary news from Bombay is appalling. According to a communication, made 
at the last sitting of the International Sanitary Commission, the British Government 
has not prohibited the pilgrimage to Mecca for this year. Asa consequence, said Inter- 
national Sanitary Commission has decided on the repulsion from the Turkish ports of 
the pilgrims coming from India. Such decision has been submitted to the approval of 
the Sublime Porte before putting it into execution. Up to this date no answer has 
been given about such approval. We do not know, therefore, if such step hasto be exe- 
cuted. In the meantime, the British sanitary representative has communicated a dec- 
laration of the British Government, according to which, if the above-mentioned 
decision of the board of health is put into execution before the approval of the Sub- 
lime Porte, and the approval is not officially communicated by the Ottoman Govern- 
ment to the foreign governments, said British Government will consider the [nterna- 
tional Sanitary Commission responsible for all damages to be sustained by the British 
Marine in consequence of said decision to repulse the Indian pilgrims. 

The first steamship has already arrived at Camaran with Indian pilgrims, according 
to a cablegram communicated at the last sitting of the International Sanitary Commis- 
sion. Said pilgrims had already undergone ten days’ quarantine at Chittagong. 

According to the last official news received, also by cablegram, and communicated at 
the last sitting of the International Sanitary Commission during the week ended the 
7th instant, 1,260 plague deaths have been registered in the town of Bombay.

London.—One thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles, 134; scarlet fever, 10; 
diphtheria, 36; whooping cough, 56; enteric fever, 10, and diarrhea and 
dysentery, 11. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 21:6athousand. In greater London 2,409 deaths were registered, 
corresponding to an annual rate of 19.6 a thousand of the population. 
In the “outer ring”’ the deaths included 30 from measles, 2 from scar- 
let fever, 10 from diphtheria, and 6 from whooping cough. 

Treland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended March 19 in the 23 principal town 
districts of Ireland was 29.3 a thousand of the population. The lowest 
rate was recorded in Queenstown, viz, 11.5, and the highest in Tralee, 
viz, 50.4 a thousand. In Dublin and suburbs 237 deaths were regis- 
tered, including enteric fever, 7; scarlet fever, 4; whooping cough, 
3, and 1 from diphtheria. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended March 19 correspond to an annual rate of 24.1 a thou- 
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sand of the population, which is estimated at 1,568,536. The lowest 
mortality was recorded in Perth, viz, 13.6, and the highest in Paisley, 
viz, 26.9 a thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from 
all causes was 727, including measles, 17 ; scarlet fever, 10; diphtheria, 
5, and whooping cough, 21. 

Estimated popu- 
lation, 64,372. Total deaths, 95. No deaths reported from contagious 
diseases.
